The Lewis County Sheriff’s Office is releasing the following information pursuant to RCW 4.24.50, 
which authorizes law enforcement agencies to inform the public when the release of information will 
enhance public safety and protection. 
 
The individual who appears on this notification has been convicted of a sex offense that requires 
registration with the Sheriff’s Office.  Further, their previous history places them in a classification 
level that reflects the potential to re-offend.  The individual served the sentence imposed by the court 
and has properly notified the Sheriff’s Office of their current address.  The law does not require this 
offender to do anything other than register.  THEY ARE NOT WANTED BY LAW ENFORCEMENT 
AT THIS TIME.  THIS NOTIFICATION IS NOT INTENDED TO INCREASE FEAR; RATHER, IT 
IS OUR BELIEF THAT AN INFORMED PUBLIC IS A SAFER PUBLIC.   If you have any questions, 
please feel free to contact Detective Brad Borden or Chief Civil Deputy Gene Seiber at 360-748-9286.

Synopsis of Information:  In 2002 CARPENTER was 
convicted in Lewis County Superior Court of Rape of Child 
3rd Degree and Attempted Sexual Exploitation of a Minor.    
The crime involved him having sexual contact and 
intercourse with a 15 year old female when he was 25 years 
old.  At the time of his arrest for these offenses he was on 
active supervision with DOC for a non-related felony 
conviction.  As a result of the sex offense conviction he was 
sentenced to 60 months in prison.  He was released on 
07/11/05 and will be under DOC community supervision for 
a maximum of 48 months.  CARPENTER did not 
participate in sex offender treatment during his 
incarceration.  Based on his involvements with the victim 

and the lack of sex offender treatment he has been identified as a high risk to re-offend and this 
notification is required.
